Florida jury prepared for 
dead body images in trial

JURORS in the double 
murder trial of a teenager 
accused of killing Northampton 
tourist James Kouzaris and his 
friend are expected to hear the 
case against the suspect today. 

Legal teams in the case began 
whittling down a pool of 120 
people on Monday, ruling out 
anyone who might be caused 
“substantial hardship” by the 
trial, or anyone who has already 
made up their mind about sus¬ 
pect Shawn Tyson. 

Local newspaper the Sarasota 
Herald-Tribune reported that 
the potential jurors were asked if 
they had seen anyone shot and 
killed before - three people 
answered yes. 

They were then asked how they 
would determine the honesty of 
a witness and how they would 
feel about seeing pictures of 
dead bodies with bullet wounds. 

Judge Rick De Furia reminded 
all of the people questioned that 
they must not do any research 
into names or anything else to 
do with the case. 

The 12 men and women will 
begin hearing the evidence for 
and against Mr Tyson, who 
turned 17 on Monday, in today’s 


hearing. According to the 
Herald-Tribune, after prosecutor 
Karen Fraivillig has opened the 
case, the jury is expected to hear 
from several of Mr Tyson’s 
friends, including brothers 
Jermaine and Joshua Bane who 
say they were with the teenager 
on the day of the alleged shoot¬ 
ings. 

Another friend, Marvin Gaines, 
is also thought to be testifying, 
after he led detectives to seven 
bullet casings he said Mr Tyson 
told him to bury. 

Opening statements in the case 
were due to begin at 5.30pm UK 
time yesterday, but the jury 
selection process overran. 

The families of James Kouzaris, 
24, and James Cooper, 25, who 
were found dead in a Newtown 
housing area after a night out in 
Sarasota bars, are not thought to 
be attending the trial. But friends 
of the tragic pair were expected 
to arrive in Florida today. 

The death penalty would nor¬ 
mally be given for first-degree 
murder in Florida, but because 
Mr Tyson is under 18 he faces the 
prospect of life imprisonment if 
he is convicted. He denies the 
charges.

Campaign bids 
for fair’s return

A STREET fair that was 
axed in 2005 could be 
making a comeback. 

Labour councillors have 
launched a campaign for 
the revival of St Crispin 
Street Fair, which saw 
more than 100 amuse¬ 
ment rides set up for two 
days in October half-term 
every year in 

Northampton’s town cen¬ 
tre. 

In 2003 it increased to 
three days, with rides 
operated from 10.30am to 
10.30pm, but the extend¬ 
ed time proved to be too 
much for traders, who 
said that congestion, 
noise and diesel smoke 
from the rides was having 


a negative impact on their 
business. 

Started in 1993, the fair 
was last held in 2004 
before Northampton 
Borough Council axed it 
the following year, taking 
the complaints into con¬ 
sideration. 

Now Councillor Terry 
Wire, who used to open 
the fair in an official cere¬ 
mony when he was mayor 
of the town, will present a 
motion to a full borough 
council meeting tomor¬ 
row. 

He said that the previous 
Conservative council’s 
cancelling of the fair had 
disappointed many 
people. 

He added: “Over the last 
eight years so many 
events have been lost in 


Northampton it appears 
the council have taken 
one step forward and 
three back. 

“At the last meeting the 
council adopted ‘Love 
Northampton’ wanting to 
encourage more events 
into the town centre. 

“Bringing back the street 
fair would certainly start 
to re-invigorate the town 
centre and be a good 
start.” 

The rides spread across 
Abington Street, Drapery, 
Gold Street, Mercer’s Row, 
Wood Hill and the market 
square - one of the coun¬ 
cil’s key regeneration proj¬ 
ects. 

It became one of the 
largest street fairs in the 
country attracting 100,000 
visitors at its peak. 


£1.9m to improve housing 


MORE than 100 empty 
homes are to be 
transformed into affordable 
housing after the 
Government agreed to help 
fund the project. 

There are 900 privately 
owned properties in 
Northampton that have 
been vacant for six months 
or more. 

And with an injection of 
£1.9 million, Northampton 
Borough Council say it can 
refurbish 105 of these 
empty dwellings by March 
2015. 

Councillor Mary Markham, 
cabinet member for 
housing, said: “This is a real 
opportunity for 
Northampton Borough 
Council, not only to help 
those families in housing 
need, but also to improve 
the areas of the town 
where these empty 
properties have attracted 
anti-social behaviour or 
present a negative image of 
a street or neighbourhood.” 

Of the 95 local authorities 


bidding across the country, 
Northampton received the 
11th largest allocation of 
funding, but it was not clear 
when the remaining 800 
vacant properties would be 
returned to housing. 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said that the 
project had to be done in 
stages. 

She said: “It costs a lot of 
money to do this. The aim is 
that eventually it will 
become self-financing 
through income generated 
by rent.” 

The three-year renovation 
is due to begin next month 
after “suitable” properties, 
ranging from flats to family 
houses, have been selected. 

Once finished, rents will 
be set according to the 
Government’s new 
Affordable Homes 
programme at 80 per cent 
of market rents, and the 
properties will be allocated 
to people with housing 
needs on the council's 
housing register.

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Court tags ‘intelligent’ 
bare legs ban man, 62

A MAN in his 60s has been electronically 
tagged and placed on curfew - to stop 
him from wearing a skirt. 

Peter Trigger, 62, was banned in 2008 
from revealing his bare legs when chil¬ 
dren were walking to and from school, 
after parents near his home in 
Thorplands, Northampton, reported see¬ 
ing him dressed as a schoolgirl. 

The anti-social behaviour order 
(ASBO), which applies between 8.30am 
and 10am, then again between 2.45pm 
and 4pm, was agreed by magistrates after 
Northampton Borough Council applied 
on behalf of concerned parents. 

The order is not due to expire until 
December 2013, but the cross-dresser, 
who is a doctor of philosophy, was 
remanded in custody by Northampton 
magistrates last month after he was 
found guilty of breaching the bare legs 
ban. 

He appeared before a judge at 


Northampton Crown Court on Friday, 
after magistrates decided that their sen¬ 
tencing powers were insufficient to deal 
with the case. 

Grainne Mellon, prosecuting, said a 
mother saw Trigger wearing a short grey 
skirt, white shirt and Northampton 
Academy blazer as she walked her 
daughter to Woodfield Primary School 
last June. 

She added: “The witness saw him again 
two weeks later. 

“The mother saw the defendant at 
8.35am standing in front of houses on 
Lings Way.” 

The court heard how Trigger had been 
convicted of exposure in 2009, but speak¬ 
ing in mitigation, Claire Howell said: 
“The sentence that was imposed for the 
exposure was a suspended sentence and 
then activated by magistrates when 
probation said he was not co-operating. 

“He was turning up, but he just wasn’t 
admitting that he was guilty of the 
offence.” 

But the suspended jail term was 


quashed by High Court judges in 
February last year, after they ruled that 
magistrates had made mistakes in 
sentencing. 

Judge Richard Bray said magistrates 
had made a “dramatic” order against a 
man “wandering around in a skirt” and 
said the case was “strange and bizarre”. 

But he added that there was a distinc¬ 
tion between Trigger’s behaviour and 
“garments worn by our northern 
brethren in Scotland”. 

Sentencing the defendant to a supervi¬ 
sion order and an electronically tagged 
curfew for six months, to coincide with 
the time restraints of the ASBO, the judge 
said: “He’s an intelligent, articulate man 
so he knew full well what he was doing. 

“It strikes me that balances his right to 
wear the sort of clothing he wishes, 
provided he does not cause distress or 
harassment to other people.” 

“I am not going to give him a lecture. 
I’m sure he understands what I am say¬ 
ing - if he doesn’t he is in serious 
trouble.”

Northampton North MP Michael Ellis 
played an important role on Tuesday 
when a stain glass window of the 
Queen’s coat of arms was unveiled as 
part of her Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations. 

Mr Ellis is leading the All Party 
Parliamentary Group marking the 
occasion. 

He said: “I was nervous and I don’t 
mind admitting it. It was fascinating to 


see experienced politicians speechless, 
nervous and tongue-tied when they met 
the Queen. It was extraordinary and the 
atmosphere in Parliament was electric.” 

He added: “When I embarked on this 16 
months ago I really did not know the 
extent of the planning and the 
organisation which was needed.” 

The window contains 1,500 pieces of 
glass. 

And the Parliamentary Group’s work is 
not over as they still have to organise 
the Diamond Jubilee lunch and work 
with the Woodland Trust to plant trees.

Listed status refused 
for 1930s market site

THE Fishmarket site will not be 
saved by English Heritage after 
the organisation refused to 
make it a listed building. 

Campaigners trying to stop the 
Northampton town centre struc¬ 
ture’s demolition were dealt a 
heavy blow when the conserva¬ 
tion body rejected their appeals. 

Those opposing the destruction 
of the Fishmarket, to make way 
for a new bus station, had hoped 
to convince English Heritage of 
the building’s architectural signif¬ 
icance. 

But the organisation said it was 
unable to officially protect the 
Sheep Street site from the town’s 
regeneration plans because it was 
not important at a national level. 

A spokeswoman said: “We 
decided not to recommend it for 
national designation because the 
building is modest in design and 
does not hold the special archi¬ 



tectural or historical interest nec¬ 
essary to meet the criteria for 
designation in a national con¬ 
text.” 

She added: “Although English 
Heritage has said the Fishmarket 
building is not of enough nation¬ 
al significance for it to become 
listed we do believe it has special 
interest locally. We have consis¬ 
tently advised that alternative 


locations should be considered 
for the bus station development. 

“The Sheep Street site is a valu¬ 
able part of the heritage and sig¬ 
nificance of Northampton as a 
historic market town and if the 
demolition of the Fishmarket is 
sought, a clear justification 
demonstrating why it is neces¬ 
sary will be required, in line with 
government policy” 

Originally built in 1939, the 
Fishmarket closed to traders in 
2006, re-opening as a gallery The 
arts collective it housed moved 
out of the site last month and will 
have a new home on Guildhall 
Road. 

The old market is due to be 
knocked down to make way for 
what planners have said will be a 
“bright and welcoming bus inter¬ 
change”. 

The existing Greyfriars bus sta¬ 
tion will be demolished to allow 
the Grosvenor Shopping Centre 
to expand to double its current 
size.

THE Olympic Flame will pass 
through the heart of 
Northampton town centre when 
it proceeds through the town in 
July. 

It will arrive on the morning of 
Monday, July 2 as the 2012 Torch 
Relay crosses the country in its 
70-day journey around the UK 
towards the Olympic Stadium. 

At about 10.20am the torch will 
begin in Weedon Road, near 
Gambrel Road. It will then be 
carried to the town centre via 
Bridge Street, the Drapery, 
through Market Square, Abington 


Street, past the Guildhall, down 
Guildhall Road, on to Victoria 
Promenade and through Becket’s 
Park. 

You can find a map of the route 
at www.london2012.com/olym 
pictorchrelay for street-by-street 
details and proposed start times 
at the different locations across 
the country. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, said he hoped people 
would line the streets to welcome 
the torch as it passes through. 

He said: “I’m really pleased our 
town will have the honour of 
hosting the Olympic Torch. Now 
that people can see exactly where 


the flame will be carried, it will 
help bring it all to life and encour¬ 
age people to get involved in this 
once-in-a-lifetime event.” 

About 115 torchbearers a day 
will carry the torch during its 
8,000 mile journey around the UK 
before it arrives at the Olympic 
Stadium on July 27 for the open¬ 
ing ceremony, signifying the 
official start of the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Organiser LOCOG has worked 
to take the flame within ten miles 
of more than 95 per cent of the 
population. 

After visiting Northampton, it 
will head to Wellingborough and 
then on to Kettering.

THERE cannot be many people 
in the country who have told the 
Duke of York to ‘whip it off’.

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Worker leaked 
details to crook

A CALL centre worker at a 
building society in 
Northampton has been 
jailed for leaking cus¬ 
tomers' personal details 
to a criminal in London. 

Aaron Coley, 19, had 
been answering calls at 
Nationwide in Moulton 
Park for three years, giving 
him full access to dates of 
birth, addresses and pass¬ 
words. 

Victims from Kent to 
Lancashire had their 
accounts broken into after 
the teenager gave their 
private information to a 
serial fraudster who used 
it to steal more than 
£4,500. 

Alex Bull, prosecuting, 
told Northampton Crown 
Court how Coley’s accom¬ 
plice had ordered new 
credit cards and pin num¬ 



bers, made cash with¬ 
drawals and spent money 
using new debit cards he 
had obtained with the 
customers’ details. 

The court heard how 
Coley, of Farm Field Court, 
Northampton, had ruined 
what his lawyer described 
as “a glowing future” after 
getting into debt. 

Caroline Bray added: 


“He is someone who has 
obviously made a terrible 
mistake.” 

Judge Richard Bray said 
the crime was “serious 
and calculated” because 
the worker had been in a 
position of trust. Senten¬ 
cing Coley for six counts 
of fraud, the judge said: 
“When customers phoned 
believing they were giving 
their details to a 
respectable bank, you 
were stealing those details 
and gave them over to a 
man in the East End of 
London, knowing full well 
they would be used to 
commit fraud.” 

He added: “It’s the bank 
who lost the money but 
the theft of identity can 
cause untold distress and 
inconvenience to those 
whose identities have 
been stolen.” 

Coley was jailed for ten 
months.

Now is not the time to switch housing 


NORTHAMPTON Conserv¬ 
atives are proving that they 
are ignorant and uncaring 
when it comes to housing. 

They are ignorant because 
they clearly don’t understand 
the national picture. 

They are uncaring because 
not only are they pushing for 
a worse deal for local tenants, 
but they are already going 
back on their manifesto 
promise to protect sheltered 
housing. 

Elderly residents will be 
understandably worried. 
Many will have thought they 
were safe and this wouldn’t 
apply to them. 

Under the previous Labour 
Government councils were 
bribed, some might say 
forced, to sell off council 
housing in this way in order 
to repair homes. 

This approach has been 
stopped by the Coalition 
Government.

Labour also operated a

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Robberies suspect 
is released on bail

A MAN arrested in connection 
with a spate of violent robberies 
in Northampton has been 
released on bail. 

Officers investigating the series 
of raids on Co-op stores and bet¬ 
ting shops arrested a 22-year-old 
man from Bellinge, Northampton 
last Thursday. 


Police confirmed last week that 
they were linking five recent rob¬ 
beries in their investigation - one 
on March 12 at a Co-op on 
Bushland Road, three on March 9 
involving another Co-op and two 
betting shops, and a further raid 
on February 29 at a different 
bookmakers. 

Each time, an unknown offend¬ 
er used a baseball bat to smash 
his way into the premises before 


escaping with cash. A spokes¬ 
woman said detectives were 
keeping an “open mind” about 
whether the masked raider was 
also responsible for five robberies 
at knifepoint in November last 
year. 

It is not known how much 
money was stolen from the 
Co-op, but the supermarket 
chain said it was reviewing its 
security measures.

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Fearful traders worry 
‘bleak’ market is dying

TRADERS on Northampton Market fear 
for its future. 

Many feel unless something radically 
happens the facility will continue its 
steady decline. 

These fears were voiced as 
Northampton Borough Council 
announced it has set up a market adviso¬ 
ry group. 

The cross-party, independently chaired 
body will look at developing a plan to 
boost the market’s appeal and to ensure 
it is part of plans to grow the economy 
and regenerate the town centre. 

The group will talk to traders and busi¬ 
nesses to look at how the market can 
respond to the current economic cli¬ 
mate, its layout, the introduction of 
Sunday trading, marketing and advertis¬ 
ing, and its general appearance and 
upkeep. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, Northampton 
Borough Council cabinet member 
responsible for the town centre, said: 
“The market is surviving but having a 


tough time. We hope this research group 
will bring together a report. 

“There has always been a market and it 
is important we have one.” 

Retired market trader and former secre¬ 
tary of the Northampton branch of the 
Market Traders’ Federation, Keith 
Westhead, said he thought charges for 
the stalls should be reduced for a year to 
bring in new traders. 

He said: “The only problem in the town 
centre is the parking is too expensive. 
There are good traders and if they leave 
then the market will go downhill.” 

The cost of a stall on the market varies 


day to day but on the most expensive day, 
Saturday, it costs more than £30. Fruit 
and vegetable trader Eamonn 
Fitzpatrick, who has worked on the 
market for 50 years, said he felt the future 
was bleak. 

“The market is dying around me. No 
one seems to have the answer. If this 
market square was in any other town it 
would be treasured. 

“The expansion of the Grosvenor 
Centre will happen in the next two/three 
years but the market will further decline 
in the meantime. Free parking is the only 
thing that can save it.”

Repaired clock to 
start ticking again 

THE clock at Delapre Abbey is set to 
strike for the first time in 20 years. 

Northampton Borough Council has had 
the bell-tower clock repaired at the 
Northampton landmark and today it will 
be swung back into place on the roof of 
the stable block. 

During the last six weeks, work has 
taken place to repair the roof, make it 
weatherproof and restore the wind 
vane, the bell and hammer and the 
clock. 

Delapre Abbey is the council’s key 
heritage project and this on-going 
programme of work is intended to bring 
more of the building back into public 
use as well as to safeguard it for the 
future. 

Northampton Borough Council won 
£250,600 of development funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) to 
develop plans to restore and conserve 
the Abbey. This phase of the project 
cost £100,000. 

The authority is now working with 
partners to develop these plans, which 
will go forward as a bid for around 
£3.5m in the second stage of the HLF 
application process. 

The council has already pledged a 
restoration fund of around £840,000 
and will spend another £100,000 over 
the next year to protect the Abbey.

Bus drivers hit the 
jackpot with £38m

COUNTY bus drivers who won a 
staggering £38 million in 
Friday’s EuroMillions lottery 
claimed a fifth win in a row for 
the UK. 

The syndicate of Stagecoach 
drivers, based in Corby, are shar¬ 
ing the spoils, meaning they each 
walk away with more than £3. lm. 

Unsurprisingly, they have all 
decided to give up their day job. 

The jackpot, announced after 
Friday’s draw, was a life-changing 
£38,034,639.70, making the driv¬ 
ers 11th on the National Lottery’s 
rich-list. 

Syndicate leader Chris Smith, 
34, said the money was particu¬ 
larly welcome in the current 
financial climate. 

He said: “Times have been very 
tough for everyone. This win 
means so much and is life¬ 
changing for everybody. 

“People can live their dreams 
and help out their families. This 


couldn’t have happened to a bet¬ 
ter bunch of blokes. We are all 
friends as well as colleagues and I 
am happy that we have all won 
together.” 

The group started playing the 
lottery three years ago, putting 
just £2 into the pot each time. 

Between 34 and 65 years old, 
the 11 winners’ spending plans 
are said to range from houses and 
dream cars to holidays of a life¬ 
time. But priorities include get¬ 
ting children and grandchildren 
onto the housing ladder, funding 
further education and paying off 
debts. 

Mr Smith ended up with most 
of the syndicate round his house 


following Friday’s draw. He said: 
“By lam my house was full of bus 
drivers and their partners all 
drinking tea. 

“It wasn’t really a party - just 
everyone sat there not wanting to 
believe it until it was confirmed, 
talking about what we would do 
with the money. 

“It wasn’t until the early hours 
that we realised it was just one 
winning ticket. 

“There were about 20 people 
there and I held up my phone 
when the lady from Camelot said 
that we had the winning ticket. 

“There was a lot of hugging, 
shaking hands and quite a few 
tears.”

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Singapore heat is on for di Resta after late points snatch in Melbourne 


FORMULA ONE 

PAUL di Resta is targeting another 
points finish in Malaysia on Sunday 
after opening his account with a tenth 
place in the Australian Grand Prix last 
weekend. 

The Force India driver claimed one 
point at Melbourne after a last-lap 
tussle with Sauber’s Sergio Perez and 
Toro Rosso duo Daniel Ricciardo and 
Jean-Eric Vergne. 

Di Resta headed straight to Sepang 
after the opening race of the new 
Formula One season and is also aiming 
for the car to show more consistent 
pace this time around. 


“We picked up a point in Melbourne 
at the very last moment, but we were 
quite fortunate with the way the last 
lap unfolded and so it was a nice 
surprise,” said the British racer. 

“As I said after the race, we struggled 
for consistent race pace in Melbourne 
and it will be interesting to see if we 
can improve on that this weekend on a 
circuit with very different 
characteristics. 

“It’s up there alongside Singapore as 
one of the toughest races of the year, 


simply because of the heat and humidity. 

“While you are driving it’s not too bad 
because you get some air flow 
through the car, but you really feel the 
heat when you’re sitting in the car in 
the garage with the heat soak from 
the engine and the tyres. 

“That’s when you’re most 
uncomfortable in the cockpit.” 

It was a less successful race for di 
Resta’s team-mate Nico Flulkenberg, 
whose return to racing in FI after a 
year as the Silverstone-based team’s 


reserve driver ended on lap one. Fie 
managed to secure ninth place on the 
grid in qualifying, but was caught up in 
a first corner accident in an 
unfortunate repeat of his debut race 
there for Williams in 2010. 

Flulkenberg said: “The way the 
Melbourne weekend unfolded means 
that there are still a lot of questions to 
which I don’t know the answers yet. 

“That’s because I didn’t do the usual 
heavy fuel runs in the wet on Friday 
and I didn’t get a feel for the 


performance of the tyres over long runs. 
All I can do is rely on the feedback 
from Paul and his race data, and try 
and learn as much from that. 

“I’m glad that we have back-to-back 
races because I just want to get back 
in the car. 

“Seeing how the race developed it 
was frustrating not to be out there 
fighting for points, but it wasn’t meant 
to be. I’m now fully focussed on 
Malaysia because there’s no point 
thinking about what might have been.” 


Money’s too tight to 
mention for Thorne 

M0T0RSP0RT 

AN old joke in motorsport goes that the only way to 
make a small amount of money out of it is to start 
with a large amount of money. Silverstone’s John 
Thorne can attest to that. 

The stockbroker-turned-racer has remortgaged his 
house to help ensure his Thorney Motorsport team 
can get their own-built Vauxhall Insignia onto the 
British Touring Car Championship (BTCC) grid in 2012. 

A passion for modifying cars saw Thorne leave 
behind his job in the City to set up his own tuning 
company 12 years ago, which then led to him going 
racing. 

Five years of planning to enter the BTCC have now 
come to fruition, although the 42-year-old admits that 
running without any cash sponsors at present is a 
scary way to go racing. 

Flowever, he said: “While there is money in 
motorsport, you can’t do it unless you’re passionate 
about it. 

“In terms of the financial side, this drains hundreds of 
thousands of pounds from our business account. 

“Every year my accountant says, ‘stop racing and 
you’ll make a profit’, and every year I say, ‘I couldn’t do 
what I do without racing’. It’s in your soul. 

“Sometimes you sit there and think, ‘is this a sensible 
thing to do with my time?’, but you have to do it and it 
is part of the process.” 

The new Next Generation Touring Car (NGTC) 
regulations have allowed Thorney to build their 
Insignia from scratch utilising their years of road and 
race car tuning experience. 

“Most of the teams don’t build cars; there are only 
three constructors and the rest all buy cars from other 
people,” explains Thorne. 

“We build our own cars from scratch and under the 
previous S2000 regulations that was just prohibitive. 
You had to have manufacturer input. 

“We have no backing from Vauxhall, but NGTC 
regulations mean you don’t need that support. 

“The idea behind it is that we’re all in the same boat; 
it’s down to the driver and also down to the shell 
preparation, engine and aerodynamics. 

“The Insignia is one of the most aerodynamic cars on 
the grid - we picked it specifically for its 
aerodynamics. 

“The regulations, in theory, allow us to punch at a 
higher weight than our finances. It may not pan out 
that way, but the idea behind it is that it is no longer 
chequebook racing.” 

Thorne will be joined in a second car by Rob Fledley 
from the fourth meeting of the year at Oulton Park in 
June. 

Flowever, it will be just him representing Thorney at 
Brands Flatch in the first races of the year on Sunday 
April 1, where expectations are high. 

Thorne said: “Because we are further developed than 
most teams, we have to go out there and try to be 
successful from the first race. 

“A lot of teams are thinking it’s a new car and they’ll 
just suck it and see. 

“While we have the same defence mechanism, we 
have to assume that we have to go out there and go 
quickly from the first race.” 

■STEVEN Kane’s first visit to Sebring was a successful 
one after he claimed victory in the American Le Mans 
Series (ALMS) category of the annual 12 Flours race on 
Saturday. 

Yardley-Flastings’ Oliver Gavin joined him on the 
podium with third in the ALMS class, which was also 
good enough for fourth overall in the GT category. 

The Corvette Racing driver secured that spot thanks 
to a last-lap overtaking move on BMW’s Jorg Muller.

Downey wants a play-off

JAMES Downey has not given up 
on the hope of Northampton 
Saints securing a home semi¬ 
final for the play-offs as they 
head into the last five matches of 
the Aviva Premiership regular 
season. 

Struggling London Wasps pro¬ 
vide the opposition at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday evening as 
the Saints look to rebound from 
their LV= Cup final defeat against 
Leicester Tigers and close the gap 
on the top two. 

They currently trail second- 
placed Saracens by seven points, 
but Downey is confident that 
Northampton are capable of 
catching them to ensure they do 
not have to travel come semi-final 
time 

“As long as we keep winning our 
games then I don’t see why not,” 
said the Irish centre. But he also 
cautioned that the Saints must 
first make sure that they are cer¬ 
tain of a top four finish. 

“We’ve got Leicester and Exeter, 
who are still chasing as well and 


having a great season. If we can 
pick up some wins and if you get 
a bit of luck then you never know. 

“Just to get into the semis is the 
first target and then we can go 
from there looking at the top two. 

“But that’s further down the line 
and we’ll see what happens then, 
so, as I say, getting into the semis 
first is the main focus now.” 

Downey will return to his home¬ 
land at the end of the season after 
agreeing a two-year deal with 
Munster, and like fellow depart¬ 
ing Irishman Roger Wilson he is 
keen to get his hands on the Pre¬ 
miership trophy at Twickenham. 

He said: “I’d love to go away with 
a Premiership medal and that’s 
what all of the lads want, not just 
those that are going. 

“Obviously you might want to 
put in that little bit more, but ev¬ 
eryone is focused on what we are 
trying to do and that is to win this 
Premiership. We have to get into 
the semis first of all and then we 
can go from there and look at it 
then. Getting into that is key at 
the moment.” 

Sunday’s defeat in the Anglo- 
Welsh tournament final at 


Sixways was a frustrating one for 
Downey after the Saints found 
themselves thwarted time and 
time again by some obdurate de¬ 
fence from Leicester. 

As a result of that and last sea¬ 
son’s Heineken Cup final defeat, 
some pundits questioned 
whether Northampton are capa¬ 
ble of winning the big games. 

But Downey, who won the 2009 
European Challenge Cup and 
2010 LV= Cup with the club, does 
not think that could be further 
from the truth. 

“I don’t think we have a problem 
with it because we have won fi¬ 
nals before,” he said. “Obviously 
losing finals bothers me, but I 
don’t think about the rest of it. 

“We’ve got to learn - that’s what 
it is. Last year was just one of 
those games and at the weekend 
it was just a couple of things that 
went wrong, and that was all. 

“We’ve looked at the video and 
said we’re not too far off, and 
we’re playing some good rugby.

The fourth anniversary meeting of the 
Towcester landmark takes place at the 
Northants track on Monday afternoon when 
the action is scheduled to get underway at 
2.30pm and admission is free. 

Once again, eagle-eyed race watchers will 
be looking to spot future stars in the mould of 
Synchronised. 

So Towcester can truly label itself a 
breeding ground of champions with O’Neill a 
key figure in this pointing role. 

How else do you explain the fact that 
O’Neill’s Albertas Run won his first novice 
chase at the Northamptonshire track, and last 
week was just half a length away from 
scoring at the Cheltenham Festival for the 
third consecutive year, going down by half a 
length to Riverside Theatre in the Ryanair 
Chase? 

Of course, Tony McCoy was the jockey who 
grabbed all the headlines in jump racing’s blue 
riband event, and quite rightly so. 

Yet gallant 50/1 runner-up The Giant Bolster 
is owned by Northampton man Simon Hunt 
who has been a regular visitor at his local 
track this season. 

Helpful hints linking Cheltenham and 
Towcester do not end there. Looking back at 
that 2008 March card, another of the winners 
was the Pat Haslam-trained Riguez Dancer 
who turned up at the Festival last week to run 
a game eighth of 19 in the JLT Speciality 
Chase behind winner Alfie Sherrin who was 
ridden by none other than McLernon. 
Emerging young jockeys also learn their craft 
by climbing Towcester’s undulations. 

Following course winners is often the key to 
Towcester success and another scorer on 
that 2008 card was the Oliver Sherwood- 
trained Pacco who also won on both of his 
subsequent visits to Northamptonshire.

The Cobblers suffered a humbling 4-1 
loss at Home Park back in November, 
while Langmead is also aware that they 
cannot ease off and risk being dragged 
back into the survival dogfight. 

Last Saturday’s 2-1 loss at Accrington 
Stanley is still on Town’s minds, and 
Langmead said: “We saw with the result 
on Saturday that it dragged us right into it, 
and it only became less comfortable 
because of that. It can happen again so 
when you play the teams in and around 
you it is hugely important. We just want to 
keep dragging other teams into it and 
moving on up the table.

New win ugly Town

THE League Two table is starting 
to make a lot more pleasant 
reading for Northampton Town 
fans. After Tuesday night’s hard- 
fought 1 -0 victory at Burton Al¬ 
bion they are now five points 
clear of the relegation zone with 
a game in hand. 

And not only are the team win¬ 
ning games, but they have learnt 
how to win ugly as well. Indeed, a 
scrappy goal at the death from 
Kelvin Langmead (pictured inset) 
was all that separated the sides at 
the Pirelli Stadium. 

But the manner of the win is of 
secondary importance. After all, 
what manager would not take 
three points and a clean sheet 
away from home, or in any game 
for that matter? 

“I’ve said on a few occasions 
that we’ve played well and not got 
the results, so I think we deserved 
that,” said Cobblers boss Aidy 
Boothroyd, who is now starting to 
see the work done since taking 
over from Gary Johnson come to 
fruition. 

“We ground out a win and I 
didn’t think they could handle 
our set plays for long periods, 
they were nervous, but I thought 
we didn’t use our extra man in 
midfield very well for long peri¬ 
ods. 

“In the end I went for it with the 
two up front, managed to get 
something out of it and then at 
the end it we got as many at the 
back as we could and didn’t let 
them score. 

“They’re up there with us for 
conceding late goals and I just 
thought Lewis [Young] coming 
back to his old club might cause 
them some problems. 

“When he went up there he did 



rattle them and we managed to 
get a lot of crosses in. 

“All in all, the dressing room is 
very happy and we feel that we 
deserved it.” 

The concern beforehand was of 
whether or not Northampton 
would struggle in the absence of 
top scorer Adebayo Akinfenwa, 
who injured his ankle in last Sat¬ 
urday’s 2-1 defeat at Accrington 
Stanley.

CHRISTIAN Day admits that Northamp¬ 
ton Saints are not yet fully over Sunday’s 
LV= Cup final defeat to Leicester Tigers, 
but feels that they can turn that result into 
a positive ahead of the final five Aviva 
Premiership regular season games. 

Northampton went down 26-14 to their 
East Midlands rivals at Sixways and return 
to Premiership action on Saturday evening, 
where they will be aiming to take a step fur¬ 
ther to reaching the play-offs with a win at 
home to London Wasps.
